Lodge project receives $1 million in HAPI grants

The Didsbury Lodge project 
received an early Christmas 
present from the province as 
it received $1 million in 
Healthy Aging Partnership 
Initiative (HAPI) funding 
Thursday last week. 

A fax arrived at the office 
of Mountain View Senior's 
Housing announcing the 
awarding of the grant and the 
people around the project are 
ecstatic about what this 
means for the project. 

"It means that now we can 
build in the spring," said CAO 
Doreen Wilson. "We knew that 
we were going to have to bor-

row some money to get the 
lodge under way but would 
have to build part of the lodge 
now and part of the lodge 
later." 

Wilson said now the whole 
lodge can be built at once. 

"We had no idea we were go¬ 


ing to get this money. We had 
applied for it and were sup¬ 
pose to hear a few weeks ago. 

"This is the best Christmas 
present this organization 
could get. 

The $1 million in HAPI 
funding will comprise 25 per 


SCHOOL BOARD 

Board presented with $80 million 
audited linancial statements 


The Board of Chinook's Edge 
School Division received a short 
presentation of final audited fi¬ 
nancial statements and man¬ 
agement letter for the 2000- 
2001 school year at its Dec. 12 
board meeting. 

Operating revenue rose in 
2000-2001 from $68 million to 
$72 million. The increase of 6.3 
per cent over the previous year 
resulted largely from the Al¬ 
berta Initiative for School Im¬ 
provement ($1.3 million), En¬ 
ergy funding ($500,000), Capi¬ 
tal interest rebate ($300,000) 
and increases in building qual¬ 
ity restoration funding 
($600,000). The school board 
also received increased revenues 
because of a general rise in gov¬ 
ernment grant rates coupled 
with a decline in funded enrol¬ 
ment along with minor fluctua¬ 
tions in other sources of rev¬ 
enue. 

The instruction portion of to¬ 
tal revenue is $54.3 million. 
Over 95 per cent of that is spent 
at the school level. 

"Included in this amount was 
$400,000 in investment income 
that our board was able to set 
aside for staffing," said Ron 
Fisher, chairman of the 
Chinook's Edge Finance Com¬ 
mittee. "The division used the 
money in the 2001-2002 school 
year to help schools that were 
facing enrolment pressures." 

The division has realized an 
operating surplus of $1.38 mil¬ 
lion for the 2000-2001 school 
year. However, with investment 
in capital assets, actual reserves 
declined by $6,444. Included in 
capital spending were $1.4 mil¬ 
lion for school buses and 
$490,000 for the purchase of the 
administration building. An¬ 
other $300,000 in investment

income was set aside to reno¬ 
vate the administration build¬ 
ing. 

Capital spending continued 
at a high level in 2000-2001. 
Over $10 million was spent on 
capital projects. This past year 
saw the completion of Fox Run 
School in Sylvan Lake and the 
beginning of major 
modernizations at Delburne, 


Olds Elementary and Spruce 
View School. Funding is in 
place to begin construction on 
a new middle school in 
Innisfail. 

We are pleased to be in a sta¬ 
ble financial position heading 
into these uncertain times,” said 
Susan Roy, treasurer of the 
Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion."

cent of the entire project. 

HAPI grants were issued 
by the Health Authority last 
year and the lodge received 
money to add 20 assisted liv¬ 
ing beds in the building. 

While the money is a huge 
boost for the lodge, Wilson 
says the battle is far from 
over. Money will still have to 
be borrowed for the lodge and 
fund-raising will continue to 
keep that to a minimum. 

Raising money for the 
lodge has been a challenge so 
far for Mountain View Sen¬ 
ior's Housing. They were de¬ 
nied the use of casinos and 
lotteries to raise money for 
capital costs of the lodge. 


They have been allowed to set 
up a second organization that 
can use that method to raise 
money for items that will go 
inside of the lodge. 

About $10,000 has been 
raised through private dona¬ 
tions. 

Currently there are over 50 
people on a waiting list to get 
into the lodge which will un¬ 
dergo construction as early as 
this spring. The waiting list 
for all lodges in the County 
is close to 180. 

Before the project starts to 
undergo its construction 
phase, input from the public 
and other lodges is being 
sought.

Town must decide who will collect garbage

Didsbury Town Council 
must decide who will get the 
contract to pick up garbage 
from the residential neighbour¬ 
hoods in Town and according 
to Town CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment, there are just two play¬ 
ers. 

Canadian Waste and the 
Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission are 
the two entities in the running 
for the contract, said CAO 
Evan Parliament unless an un¬ 
expected pitch is made shortly. 

Larry Nault, CEO of the 
Mountain View Regional Waste 
Commission was in attendance 
at last week's Town Council 
meeting explaining to Council¬ 
lors how garbage in Didsbury 
will be collected in the future. 

The Waste Commission was 
formed to help bring down costs 
locally as they are expected to 
be on the rise in the future. 
Partners include surrounding 
municipalities and Mountain 
View County. 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Management 
Commission is offering three 
collection alternatives. 

First, they can collect resi¬ 
dential garbage by hand, sec¬ 
ond they collect residential gar¬ 
bage by roll-out cart and third 
they can collect residential 
waste separated into garbage 
and compost by roll-out cart. 


Nault told Council collecting 
garbage would be more expen¬ 
sive if done by hand and that 
municipalities could save sig¬ 
nificant money if they used the 
roll-out system that separated 
compost. 

Residents will be charged 
$4.25 a month for garbage col¬ 
lection with the roll-out bins. 
Hand collection will cost $5 per 
month. The roll-out bins can be 
dumped into the truck with 
mechanical arms saving staff¬ 
ing costs. 

Canadian Waste is charging 
$4.85 a month to collect gar¬ 
bage. 

According to a package 
handed out to councillors by 
Nault the two roll-out bin sys¬ 
tem will allow for the greatest 
savings. 

"The use of the two roll-out 
bins, one for composting mate¬ 
rials only, with separate collec¬ 
tion weeks provides an even 
greater cost savings," states 
the document. "Considering the 
rate at which tipping fees are 
rising at landfills to accommo¬ 
date more stringent legislation 
and higher insurance and liabil¬ 
ity costs, this method has the 
potential to save a large por¬ 
tion of the costs of waste dis¬ 
posal." 

Purchase of the roll-out bins 
could be made by the Town and 
paid off over a number of years 
through the billing system. For 
budgeting purposes the costs of 


the containers is $85. That 
price would go down if all mu¬ 
nicipalities decided to go the 
route of roll-out bins and a bulk 
purchase is made. 

The Town would receive 
monthly bills for the tipping 
fees and then would pass that 
amount onto Didsbury resi¬ 
dents. 

Nault said that separating 
the tipping fees from the regu¬ 
lar fees would reward munici¬ 
palities that tried to take 
recyables out of the waste. 
Compostables are estimated at 
taking up 30 per cent of the 
residential waste stream. 

Compostables would be 
taken by the commission and 
would be turned into a market¬ 
able product. Nault said the 
product could then be sold to 
further reduce the costs of the 
garbage collecting program. 

Didsbury will pay a tipping 
fee of $58 per tonne. 

Whether the Town decides to 
let the Waste Commission or 
Canadian Waste handle the gar¬ 
bage it will still go through the 
same process. The Town of 
Didsbury has already commit¬ 
ted itself to being a part of the 
Commission and its garbage 
will go through Olds and be 
weighed. 

The Commission expects to 
receive its truck in late Janu¬ 
ary and expect to be fully op¬ 
erational for residential collec¬ 
tion by the end of March. 


The Town of Didsbury is actively trying to find a solution to the 
problem of who will pick up Didsbury's residential and 
commercial garbage.

MLAs making much more money 


The all-party Members' Serv¬ 
ices Committee met again on 
Tuesday, December 11 - the 
first such meeting since Au¬ 
gust. MLAs approved a budget 
to give themselves another 
raise - up to 4% - in April 2002. 
The actual raise will be based 
on the Statistics Canada "aver¬ 
age weekly earnings index" for 
Alberta. 

In April of 2001, MLA pay 
increased 3.3% In theory MLA 
pay could also go down, if 
Albertans' average weekly 
wages declined. 

You may have been away on 
holidays on August 7, when 
MLAs voted themselves a 10% 
after inflation pay raise. At the 
taxable equivalent of $76,250 
per year, Alberta MLAs are 
now the third highest paid pro¬ 
vincial politicians in Canada. 

Technically these meetings 
are open to the public. But no¬ 
tice of the meeting is limited to 
posting a sheet of paper on a 
bulletin board somewhere on 
the inside of the Legislature. If 
you are lucky enough to get a 
phone call from someone who 
works inside the Legislature, 
you as a taxpayer might find 
out when the meeting takes 
place. You could then observe 
and take notes about the vari¬ 


ous numbers being spoken of, 
but would not be given a copy 
of the proposed budget. 

The secrecy of these meet¬ 
ings is the main cause for lack 
of media attention. In August 
there were no media present at 
all - and not for lack of inter¬ 
est. 

In August the MLAs also 
increased their severance pay 
to three months' salary for 
every year in office, calculated 
as per the MIA’s three highest- 
paid years as Premier, Opposi¬ 
tion Leader, Speaker, cabinet 
minister, or backbencher. With¬ 
out having consulted Alberta 
taxpayers in the provincial 
election held only five months 
earlier, the $6,750 raise and 
increased severance packages 
went into effect immediately. 

Finance Minister Pat Nel¬ 
son announced a 1% across-the- 
board spending cut in October. 
On December 11, Committee 
Chair Ken Kowalski proudly 
announced that he had found 
not just 1%, but 3% worth of 
savings, through delaying the 
purchase of new office equip¬ 
ment, and other measures. 

Exactly how this 3% saving 
is reconciled with an extra 
$560,250 per year for all 83 
MLAs was not explained. Nor 


did Chairman 

Kowalski explain how the 
3% saving is reconciled with 
the $17.7 million in severance 
pay that taxpayers would have 
to pay if all 83 MLAs retired or 
were defeated in 2005. 

The tragedy here goes be¬ 
yond the contempt which our 
MLAs express towards the tax¬ 
payers who pay their salaries. 
MLAs have lost their moral 
authority - or at least some of 
it - to negotiate effectively with 
teachers and other groups who 
want the government to spend 
more. 

Albertans are likely to see 
more spending cuts announced 
in the months ahead, as the 
government tries to scale back 
a budget that was far too big 
to begin with. If MLAs don't do 
the right thing and reverse the 
mistake they made in August, 
every spending cut will be 
tainted with hypocrisy. 

Mistakes do not magically go 
away with the passage of time. 
Mistakes go away when they 
are corrected. 

It's up to MLAs to correct 
the mistake they made in Au¬ 
gust. The sooner, the better.

Dear Editor: 

I am dismayed over the ap¬ 
parent lack of concern by Ca¬ 
nadians over our gradual loss 
of sovereignty. 

Your readers may remem¬ 
ber the recent MMT fiasco, 
when Ethyl of Virginia sued 
the Canadian government 
under the terms of the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment (NAFTA) for banning 
the importation and sale of 
the fuel additive MMT, a dan¬ 
gerous neurotoxin that is 
banned in California. 

The matter was settled out 
of court at a cost of $13 mil¬ 
lion to Canadian tax payers 
and the freedom for Ethyl to 
continue marketing MMT in 
Canada. 

Also under NAFTA's provi¬ 
sions, American-based United 
Parcel Service is suing our 
government claiming unfair 
competition because our pub¬ 
licly administered postal serv¬ 
ice delivers parcels. 

As a result of the Agree¬ 
ment, Canada no longer has 
the freedom to determine what 
quantity or at what price we 
export our oil and natural gas 
to the U.S. 

Our natural resource and 
industrial plants and our land 
are for sale to foreigners at 
fire-sale prices with virtually 
no restrictions. Sovereign 
control over our water is be¬ 
ing challenged. 

The most recent attack on 
our sovereignty has been 
launched by Connecticut- 
based Crompton Corp. (for¬ 
merly Uniroyal Chemical Co. 
Inc.) 

Crompton is suing Ottawa 
for $100 million to cover lost 
sales, profits and goodwill 
along with court costs due to 
the government’s ban on the 
use and sale of the Lindane- 
based canola seed treatment 
chemical “Vitavax” in 


lating. I’ll skip the big num¬ 
bers I started with and just 
say that calculations show 
that when you take the 
number of good kid’s homes 
Santa would have to stop at 
world-wide, and the number 
of hours available on Christ¬ 
mas Eve — it works out to 
967.7 house visits —per sec¬ 
ond!

Town gives third reading to 


Nuisance By-law

Second and third readings 
for a new Nuisance By-law was 
given by Didsbury Town 
Council at last Wednesday's 
Council meeting. 

The new bylaw which will 
replace one that was imple¬ 
mented in 1984 is more com¬ 
prehensive and is expected to 
give the Town’s bylaw officer 
more options when dealing 
with any particular issue. 

'Die Town.advertised .the by¬ 
law in the Review but did not 
receive a lot of feedback on the 
issue. 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg said only 
a half dozen copies of the 


seven-page document were 
distributed and only got feed¬ 
back from three residents. 
Two were in favour of the 
bylaw and the third asked a 
question about how boul¬ 
evards fit into the equation. 

Wigg said he felt the pub¬ 
lic was made aware of the is¬ 
sue and that adequate time 
had passed. 

He recommended to Coun¬ 
cil to give third and final read¬ 
ing to the bylaw at the meet¬ 
ing. 

The bylaw includes every¬ 
thing from trees to litter, dust 
to fences. 

It also includes policy on 
enforcement and appeal pro¬ 
cedures.

Chinook’s Edge will 
not approve out-of- 
country trips

Chinook's Edge Board of Education passed a motion last 
week to banning an all out-of-country field trips until the be¬ 
ginning of next school year. 

Citing a changed world climate since the Sept. 11 attacks 
on the United States, the board followed the recommendation 
made to them by the policy committee and will not grant ap¬ 
proval for any international trip until Aug. 30. In September, 
2002, they will review the situation and make another deci¬ 
sion. 

"September 11 brought on a whole new perspective for out- 
of-country travel. We're uncomfortable with these trips at this 
time," said Board Chair Roy Brassard, adding that many dif¬ 
ferent facets were looking at the way they are going to do 
business in the future like airlines and insurance companies. 

"We should let it sort itself out first." 

Penny Archibald was the only Councillor against the mo¬ 
tion citing that it was unfair to students. 

"Our people compete in places like Spokane. I can't support 
this," she said. 

Brassard said air-travel wasn't really a consideration in 
the decision making process and trips within Canada by way 
of airplane were approved at the same meeting. 

Brassard said he believes air-travel is just as safe as taking 
a bus trip to a field trip location if not more so. 

No trips will be cancelled because of the approved motion 
as none have been granted approval. 

The school hoard earlier this year was concerned with out- 
of-country field trips when there was widespread fear about 
foot-and-mouth disease arriving in Canada.

Town bonuses will not 
come at Christmas

Town employees that were expecting bonuses at Christmas are 
outraged that Town Council has decided to take the matter to its 
retreat in January. 

Town Council carried a motion at the Dec. 12 Council meeting 
to refer the question of Staff Incentive Bonuses as an agenda 
item for the Council retreat in Didsbury. 

At the end of the meeting Tony Frayn addressed Council and 
said they were making a mistake by not giving out the bonus at 
Christmas time when he said employees were expecting them.

Mountain View Emergency 
Services run first-year deficit

Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Emergency Serv¬ 
ices is expecting a 
$10,000 deficit in the 

2001 budget at the end of 
the year and adjustments 
have been made for the 

2002 budget. 

Executive Director 

Lyle McKellar said that in 
reviewing the numbers 
for the first year he sees 
where some numbers 
were off and how 
efficiencies in the system 
can be made now. 

He said it is always a 
challenge in the first year 
to come up with accurate 
budget numbers, because 
there is no past to go on. 

"You can see we need 
to make some adjust¬ 
ments now and we can 
bring the number back 
into line," said McKellar 
stating that goals include 
upping revenues and de¬ 
creasing the number of 
full-time EMTs by one. 

EMT-As is the largest 
cost over run in the 2001 
budget and changes will 
be made in the depart¬ 
ment next year. 

Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Emergency Serv¬ 
ices operated with seven 
full-time EMT-As, six for 
the Emergency ambu¬ 
lances and one for the 


peak time ambulance, 
plus a casual EMT-As for 
peak times. 

In the 2002 budget 
there will be only six full¬ 
time EMT-As on staff and 
they will utilize casuals, 
the supervisor and 
McKellar himself on the 
peak time ambulance. 

McKellar predicts that 
next year's budget will fall 
into line more than the 
first year, because Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Emer¬ 
gency Services have some 


real numbers now in 
their budgeting process. 

As for the first year of 
operation, McKellar de¬ 
scribes it as busy but rela¬ 
tively trouble free. 

He believes there will 
be more obstacles in the 
New Year as the Emer¬ 
gency Services works 
with true costs versus 
projected costs. 

He said one challenge 
will be to build a strong 
business plan that is 
sound.

Is recycling our garbage worth the bother?

First of all, what is gar¬ 
bage? That's easy, it is stuff 
we consider unusable and 
unsalable we no longer want: 
kitchen garbage is the most 
obvious. But if you are sitting 
in your kitchen or living 
room reading this, look 
around you. Virtually every¬ 
thing you see which is man¬ 
made will at some point be¬ 
come obsolete and then it is 
waste: your clothing, furni¬ 
ture, appliances, recreational 
"toys", your car and even 
your house! 

When materials are dis¬ 
posed of we have customarily 
either burned or buried them. 
Burning reduces the volume 
of material we then bury but 
generates gases, chemical 
substances and particulate 
matter which disperses into 
the atmosphere. Remember 
your high school chemistry - 
matter can not bt destroyed; 
only its form can change. Now 
if we bury everything, it still 
is with us although it may be 
out of sight. Mother Nature 
cannot chew up and spit out 
as useful soil all of our waste. 
Glass lasts for hundreds or 
thousands of years: some met¬ 


als breakdown fairly readily 
but are the by-products of any 
benefit? Plastics are the 
worst: we are not sure how 
most break down or what the 
byproducts will be. 

Urban society is now com¬ 
ing to grips with the tremen¬ 
dous cost of hiding our gar¬ 
bage. Waste disposal, domes¬ 
tic and industrial, is a huge 
part of our public budgets. 
Disposal is only the more ob¬ 
vious cost, less obvious but of 
far greater cost to society is 
the resource input into manu¬ 
facturing all these items. 
Huge amounts of energy, wa¬ 
ter, minerals, wood, technol¬ 
ogy and labour are required, 
and we are throwing most of 
it away. 

Consider everyday paper: 
newsprint, writing paper, 
wrappings and boxes. It takes 
an average of 60,000 litres of 
water to make 1 ton of virgin 
fiber paper. Part of this 
"brown" paper must be exten¬ 
sively chemically treated to 
whiten it. For each ton of used 
paper recycled nearly a ton of 
"new" paper can be produced 
saving 2 - 3.5 tons of trees. 

Energy savings amount of 
30 - 40 % of original input 
and chemical treatments are

substantially reduced as is 
water demand. 

Aluminum beverage con¬ 
tainers can be recycled using 
only 591 of the energy neces¬ 
sary to make aluminum from 
bauxite ore. Such recycling 
also reduce air pollution by 
9591 compared to original 
manufacture. New ore does 
not have to be mined, trans¬ 
ported and processed. 

Glass is easily recyclable 
requiring only melting and 
reforming. Reusing bottles is 
even more beneficial - only 
cleaning, relabelling and cap¬ 
ping brings a bottle back into 
full use and this can repeat 
many times. 


A substantial part of do¬ 
mestic garbage is kitchen veg¬ 
etable wastes, grass clippings 
and leaves. These substances 
are readily composted either 
by the individual or in bulk 
at the municipal level. 
Composting is relatively sim¬ 
ple; just letting the plant mat¬ 
ter rot as Mother Nature 
would, thus producing a 
healthy and beneficial soil ad¬ 
ditive and removing the neces¬ 
sity of artificial conditioners 
and fertilizers. 

We are all victims of what 
is called the "frontier mental¬ 
ity". Through our upbringing 
and experience we act as if we 
have just discovered a new 


land. We cut the forests, 
overfarm the land, extract the 
minerals, drain the rivers, 
pollute soil, air and water - 
and then move on. Except now 
there is nowhere else to go. 

In the meantime we look at 
things we don't like and pon¬ 
der why "someone" isn't doing 
something. Here is the basic 
problem - that " someone" is 
you and me. If we are not part 
of the solution, then we are 
still part of the problem. We 
cannot afford to continue 
reckless production, con¬ 
sumption and waste.

AFTER HOLIDAYS 

Helping your employees shift back 
from vacation mode

'Tis the season and em¬ 
ployees are getting ready for 
the holidays and spending 
lunch breaks shopping for 
gifts. All you have to do be¬ 
fore your staff leaves on va¬ 
cation is make sure they meet 
immediate deadlines, tie up 
loose ends and empty their 
in-boxes, right? 

Not so fast. A recent sur¬ 
vey by OfficeTeam suggests 
that companies need to en¬ 
courage employees to plan 
not just for their departure 
from work but also for their 
return. 

According to Canadian ex¬ 
ecutives polled, it takes an 
average of two days for a 
typical employee to resume 
normal productivity levels 
following a vacation. Multi¬ 
ply that by the number of 
staff members you supervise, 
and you could be looking at 
several weeks' worth of low 
efficiency and minimal out¬ 
put. 

While everyone deserves 
time off to be with friends 
and family during the holi¬ 
day season, in today’s highly 
competitive business climate 
few firms can afford to have 
their employees return so 
gradually from vacation. 
Since many workers take 
end-of-the-year vacations 
that frequently overlap, it’s 
especially important for eve¬ 
ryone to have a re-entry plan. 
Encourage employees to hit 
the ground running after the 
holidays by doing the follow¬ 
ing: 

• Set a schedule for the 
first day back. Yes, your team 
members will be busy wrap¬ 
ping up projects before they 
leave, but ask each of them 
to also plan for the day 
they’ll be returning to work. 
They should allot specific 
blocks of time to respond to 
phone and e-mail messages, 
sort through the backlog of 
traditional mail, and review 
the status of ongoing assign¬ 
ments. 

You may also want to sug¬ 
gest they meet with col¬ 
leagues to get up to speed on 
recent company or depart¬ 
ment developments, and new 
priorities. Making a schedule 
for the day will help employ¬ 
ees make the transition from 
the flexibility of vacation to 
the structure of work. 

• Use available technology. 
Before they leave, staff mem¬ 
bers should change voice and 
e-mail greetings to indicate 
they’re out of the office and 
when they will return. Call¬ 
ers are less likely to leave 
multiple messages for some¬ 
one they know won’t respond 
right away. The greeting 
should also direct callers to 
an employee in the office who 
can assist with urgent mat¬ 
ters. 

Consider taking a tran¬ 
sition day. A jet-lagged, sleep- 
deprived employee is not a 
productive, alert or prepared 
one. If your staff members 


are planning out-of-town va¬ 
cations that entail returning 
late Sunday night and com¬ 
ing to work early Monday 
morning, suggest that they 
take an extra day for transi¬ 
tion. This is especially criti¬ 
cal if employees will be 
traveling through time 
zones. 

Taking an additional day 
off as a buffer will enable peo¬ 
ple to catch up on sleep, per¬ 
sonal matters, errands and 
housework so that they’ll be 
more focused when they do 
get back to the office. 

Minimize chitchat. Once 
they return, it’s only natu¬ 
ral for employees to recap 
their vacations for one an¬ 
other. This is fine, as long as 
it doesn’t interfere with their 
ability to get back up to 
speed. Consider using the 
first five or ten minutes of the 
weekly staff meeting as an 
informal “catch-up” time. 
Give employees the opportu¬ 
nity to share a funny or in¬ 
teresting story about their 
vacation with the group. 
Then everyone will be ready 
to get down to business. 


• Capitalize on the “vaca¬ 
tion afterglow.” Employees 
typically return from vaca¬ 
tions with recharged spirits 
and refreshed minds. The be¬ 
ginning of the year is there¬ 
fore a perfect time to hold 
creative brainstorming or 
planning sessions. That way 
you’ll turn the personal ben¬ 
efits of individual vacations 
into a power source for your 
entire department. 

Encouraging your staff to 
use these tactics can decrease 
the amount of time they spend 
playing catch-up after a va¬ 
cation — and prevent frus¬ 
tration on your part over 
lost productivity. That’s a 
great holiday gift for any 
manager.

Bronc rider recovering from “freak accident 


A 17-year-old boy from Big 
Valley sustained serious head 
injuries after being kicked in 
the head by the bronc he was 
riding during a rodeo practice 
at Olds College, Dec. 11. 
STARS air ambulance trans¬ 
ported Vaile Kerner, a Stettler 
High school student, to Foot¬ 
hills Hospital in Calgary with 
what was thought to be life- 
threatening head injuries. 

Witnesses said Kerner was 
about two seconds into the ride 
when he was thrown from the 
horse. They were not sure how 
many times he was kicked in 
the head. Lynn Roberts, an 
EMT who volunteers his time 
for every Tuesday practice, was 
on the scene immediately. 
Mountain View Regional Emer¬ 
gency Services stabilized 
Kerner while STARS was 
enroute. 

“The boy had serious head 
injuries and was not regaining 
consciousness,” said Roberts, 
“under those circumstances 
STARS usually responds.” 

Olds College Rodeo Coach 
Dale Butterwick, also from Big 
Valley, was the pickup man for 
the practice. He knew Kerner 
was in trouble the moment it 
happened. 

“He was just bucked off, it 
didn’t look that bad. It was just 
a freak deal the way the horse 
spun around and kicked him,” 
said Butterwick. “I knew he 
was out immediately.” 

Kerner’s father, Randy, wit¬ 
nessed the fluke accident. 
“When Vaile went off the horse 
he rolled the way he was sup¬ 
posed to. He was rolling away, 
but the horse spun a different 
way (than expected) and clipped 
him in the head.” 

STARS responded within 18 
minutes. Kerner was uncon¬ 
scious for about 14 hours after 
the accident. Doctors induced 
a coma, not letting Kerner re¬ 
gain consciousness until they

confirmed there where no life- 
threatening injuries. 

Kerner has been slowly wak¬ 
ing up since Dec. 12. He suf¬ 
fered a closed head injury and 
a zygomatic fracture (a fracture 
to the bone above the eye 
socket). 

“Vaile woke up for a little 
while Dec. 13 and one of the 
first things he asked was how 
the guys are doing at the NFR,” 
said Randy. He explained that 
family friends were competing 


in the National Finals Rodeo. 

“Our neighbour is Rod War¬ 
ren (Saddlebronc rider) and 
Vaile wanted to know how he, 
Glen (O’Neill) and Denny 
(Hay) were all doing,” said 
Randy. Rodeo is a big part of 
the Kerner family. Randy rode 
bareback, and has roped most 
of his life. Vaile has roped since 
he was six and he and Randy 
still team rope together. 

Last year Vaile qualified for 
the Alberta High School Rodeo 


Finals in Bull Dogging and has 
qualified for the International 
High School Rodeo Finals. 

Randy doesn’t expect this 
injury to deter Vaile from ro¬ 
deo, or from bronc riding -a 
sport he just started this past 
fall. He has already placed at a 
couple of rodeos this year. 

“Vaile is the type of kid that 
when he has something made 
up in his mind and he is going 
to do it, he is going to win it, 
he will do it,” said Randy. 


Vaile has been practicing 
bronc riding at Olds College 
since this season began in Sep¬ 
tember. Randy doesn’t expect 
Vaile to be out for the entire 
high school rodeo season. 

“The doctors have said Vaile 
is looking good and responding 
well. There was no stitches 
needed or any broken bones. All 
the scans have come back 100 
per cent. Everything looks re¬ 
ally good, it is just a matter of 
time,” said Randy. 


Glen O’Neill Finishes second at the National Finals Rodeo

2001 Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association saddle bronc 
champion, rode into the Las 
Vegas rodeo as the number one 
competitor in the World 
standings with earnings of 
$159,628. When the final buzzer 
sounded at the NFR, O’Neill 
left the city of bright lights with 
$188,053 in total World earn¬ 
ings tightly tucked in his 
Wrangler jeans. 

It was a tough ride for 
O’Neill in the first four rounds 
of the NFR as he was shut out 
of the money, but in the remain¬ 
ing rounds he started to feel 


more comfortable in the saddle 
and won money in the final six 
rounds. He finished the world’s 
richest rodeo with a mark of 85 
for a 2/3 split worth $9,378 in 
the 10th and final round on 
Sunday Dec. 17. 

About the injury, O’Neill 
told a couple of Calgary jour¬ 
nalists covering the 
NFR...’’The shoulder was pain¬ 
ful, sore and weak, but wasn’t 
going to fall out when I was 
riding.” 

“It’s a weird feeling....It’s 
numb and weak and a bit pain¬ 
ful,” said O’Neill, indicating he 


did O’Neill, the soft spoken 
rider spurred out $15,921 at 
the NF'R and finished in sixth 
place in the World standing 
with total earnings of $93,893. 
Warren had successful rides 
on 7 mounts for an accumula¬ 
tive score of 543. 

With $90,977 in seasonal 
World standings earnings, 
two-time Canadian bull riding 
champion. Rob Bell, of Water 
Valley, had a difficult time try¬ 
ing to tame the rank pen of 
bulls at the NFR. 


was taking each ride one at a 
time to see what happens. He 
refused to have the shoulder 
frozen and treated the injury by 
icing it down. 

“It’s not a serious injury and 
will heal when I take some time 
off,” noted O’Neill. 

At the half way point in the 
NFR, O'Neill was still leading 
the World standings and was 
figuring in the average despite 
his uncommon slow start to the 
rodeo. 

Although Big Valley, saddle 
bronc rider Rod Warren didn't 
get as much media attention as 


Water Valley saddle bronc 
rider Glen O’Neill finished sec¬ 
ond in the Jack Daniel’s/ Pro¬ 
fessional Cowboys’ Rodeo As¬ 
sociation World Standings. 

Despite riding with a sepa¬ 
rated right shoulder at the 
National Finals Rodeo held in 
Las Vegas, Nevada, last week, 
O’Neill managed to cover five 
mounts for a mark of 401 for 
earnings of $28, 353.

Bell was flung around a few times aboard the rank bulls and 
suffered a mild concussion in the fourth round after the bull he 
was aboard caught him with his horns on the left side of the face. 
Bell got hung up on the mount and couldn’t get his riding hand 
loose, which allowed the bull to fling him around. Like a true 
champion bull rider, Bell hung in there riding in the remaining 
rounds but was unable to visit the pay window on many occa¬ 
sions. 

If the NFR was based on courage and the desire to ride, Bell 
would have won top spot. However he had to settle for tenth 
place in the World standings pocketing $96,640. 

“That bull whacked me on the side of my head pretty good, I 
couldn't feel the side of my face and I think I was out for a few 
minutes,” Bell told journalists after he had rested in the MASH 
room for about 15 minutes. 

Olds bull rider, Greg Whitlow, qualified for the NFR for the 
first time, but a serious injury sustained at the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo kept him out of action. Despite not nodding his head once 
for a ride at the NFR, Whitlow still placed 14th in the World 
standings with $62,120 in seasonal earnings. 

Although the local cowboys failed to bring home a World Cham¬ 
pionship Buckle, they did their country and fellow members of 
the Canadian Professional Rodeo Association proud.
